event that any other continental power should 
materially enlarge it" boundaries, betore we 
weie inlormed that Piassin had peremptorily 
refused 10 entertain the scheme, and that 
Louis Napoleon has abandoned the project 
in tolo, declaring by way of apology that lie 
had made his proposition only in deference 
10 the sentiment of his people ! If it really 
bo true that he has abandoned Ihis Rhine 
nroject altogether, the recently vaunted 
arbiter aud dictator o( European policies will 
.ippear to have utterly lost his position, and 
no must hencelorlh rank among llie potenta- 
tes least to be leared or respected. Corn 
pared with Bismarck he becomes a very Lillis 
put of statesmanship ; and Frauco, which 
was lo reap the most wonderful advantages 
from her astuto policy of armed neutrality 
during the German contest, takes absolutely 
nothiog — for wo bave not the least evidence 
thus far that Victor Emmanuel leols himsell 
uoder the slightest obligation to compensate 
Prance lor the cession ol Venetia. 

It will not bo sale, however, to accept as 
conclusive the idea that the Emperor ol 
Prance h as abandoned his scheme of secur- 
ing a slice of the Rhine provinces, be it ever 
so small a one. Such a retreat as Ibis, in the 
present condition of European affairs, wouid 
ou ulmost as dangerous to tho Emperor as 
would a war 10 enlorce his demand for an 
extension cl French boundaries. Wo may 
well doubt if bo his prepared lo accept hb 
meekly lhe loss 0! prestige which (bo course 
ascribed to him inevitably involves. There 
is not a little reason, therefore, lo suspect 
iha' when bo announces un abandonment ol 
his Rhine project he means just the reverse 
—or that, in luct, ho withdraws his demand 
temporarily, only until he can prepare to 
enforce it. Perhup3 ho is taking a lesson 
from BismarcK, and intends 10 get him 
armies ready to over run and capture the 
territory he covets, beforo Prussia shall have 
timo to delend it effectively. Wo all know 
what he means when he appeals to the "pub- 
lic opinion" ol Prance. "By (be grace of 
God and the national will" he made him-elf 
Emperor. From that hour to the present be 
lie has justified every movement lor trie 
repression ol popular liberty by appeals to 
"public sentiment." No buck woods dema 
gogue in American public life ever was more 
persistent in declaring himself the slave ef 
"public opinion" than Louis Napoleon has 
been during all the years in which ho has 
lakeo care to be the master of that ''opinion,'' 
fostering, subsidizing, ''warning" or suppress- 
ing its organs, just as they support, uncover 
or oppose what he thinks "public opinion' 
•ihould be. Judging then by lhe past, we 
need not be surprised if the Emperor at no 
very distant day, and in obedience to "public 
opinion," shall lenuw his demand and pro 
eeed 10 enlorce it, His suggestion to Prus- 
mu that she shall not extend her dominion 
south of lhe river Main, looks a little as 
ihougb il may bo designed to cover and 
keep »live an issuo upon which the Emperor 
muy change h's base us soon as he is ready 
to receive and act upon tho new orders of 
■public opinion." 

The evidences at present do not indicate 
ibat Bismarck's ambition is limited to Ibe 
Main ; so that Loois Napoleon will probably 
lind in tlint an opportunity to re-open the cast 
as soon as his cannon and '•public opinion" are 
ready for action. As Biiauesieil in a recent 
letter, it will bo no Blight task to wrest 
Rhenish territory from Germany by force. 
Still if France by a sudden movement shall 
lako armed possession and hold last to it 
with vigorous resolution, Prussia will cer- 
tainly find the Work of expulsion laborious 
and costly. A general peace in Europe, \ t 
therefore is not yet assured, and it cannot 
oe assured even if the French Emperor ac- 
cepts humiliation as the alternative ol an 
aggressive war — for in tbo hitler case ho 
will have addeil immeasurably to the popular 
disposilioo towards revolution which has 
been constantly on lhe increase during the 
last few years all over the continent. Bis- 
marck shrewdly seized upon the German 
sentiment in favor of German unity, and em- 
ployed it successfully in establishing the 
Prussian monarchy upon broader and firmer 
foundations than il ever had before. He 
effected this in face of and despite the fact 
that the sentimont in question was revolu 
tionary in it- character and purposes, and 
looked lo the overthrow of the Court ol Ber- 
lin, and tho consolidation of the German 
SlatcH, great and small, into a grand Ger- 
man Eniprre, with u sort of elective Emper- 
or at its head. The same sentiment doubt- 
less would snstain Prussia in insisting a 
French demand for any portion ol tbo Kb ne 
provinces ; but when it comes to be settled 
that no such demand is to ho pressed, their 
cohesion oonBequenl upon outside pressure 
will necessarily he Inst, arid the revolution- 
ary plotlings will bo renewed. In tho same 
emergency, Louis Napoleon having obao 1 
doned bis foreign influence 10 save his throne 
will have vastly encouraged tho spirit of 
revolution which may yet oall upon him lo 
surrender his throne to save his neck. He 
has been popular against all login, because ol 
his success. This prestige Inst, one may ex- 
pect tho chronio disoontent ol tho restless 
people to break out anew.

Heron co'y ; Ibis company have had the 
largest wash up ol any claim on tho creek 
during the season; on Monday the wash wan 
-14 ounces $3, Wednesday 21 ounces 83, 
I'hursduy 10 ounces 82, Friday 139 ounce.-, 
84, Saturday -Is ounces, Sunday (yesterday) 
106 ouoous $2 ; total lor the weedc, ii'Jb o/.s. 
Black Hawk co'y havo got down with a 
shaft to a depth of 20 leet, where they struck 
heavy boulders an the lop of which tlioy Can 
get as much us £1 to thu pan ; the water is 
so troublesome that a drain has to be cut bo- 
fore tho shall can be bottomed; the work has 
been commenced and will be finished in a 
couple ol weeks. Lowbee co'y have run in a 
tunnel 113 loot over bedrock but luund 
nothing yet. American co'y (in creek) ure 
making £8 a day to thu hand. Wild Goose 
co'y uie taking out 1 ounce a day to the baud 
whilti cleaning up bed-rock. Sbort Bend 
co'y uro making wages. Discovery co'y have 
got their bod rock tunnel completed; the 
level is 15 feet lower than their old tunnel , 
Ihoy will work Irom both luvels as the gravel 
pays lorn depth ol 14 loot. L'urojs oo'j ate 
making 1 oz a day ;o the hand. Soveroign 
co'y are making steadily Irom t>2i> lo $30 n 
day to the mind. No'errdo-well co'y ure 
Cleaning up their ground sluice and aiu mak- 
ing Irom 20 to 2;') ounces a day, 5 men at 
work. Caroline oo'y have born hindered by 
having lo biaul through bed-rock, but have 
again struck good pay. Shy Kobiu co'y aro 
making wages, but expect lo do bettor when 
they gel into the channel. 

Rankin co'y ure making from Sou to $50 a 
day to thu hand, with cvory appearance ol 
having extensive pay. Dickson co'y have 



struck a prospect, but nre troubled wilh 
water iu their di ift overhead. Cascudo co'y 
have commenced « now tunnel, the level of 
the first one being too low. Suit Spring 
co'y are busy washing up bed rook; they will 
not clean up their sluices till the end ol the 
present week. Clura co'y (formerly Imperial 
co'y) have cut a diteh along iho hillsBidu over 
15L0 loot in length and are now ground 
sluicing, Fountuin Head co'y aro engaged 
in prospecting, two men at work; they 
washed out on Sunday lust 1 oz. 

CEDAR GREEK 

Mr Jennings, who returned the othur day, 
furnishes us thu billowing particulars relat- 
ing to mining operations on this creek; Boro- 
alisco'y is payiog8l2 u day to the hand; 10 
men at work. Aurora co'y aio making over 
wages; 13 men at work. Watson oo'y, pay- 
ing wages; 8 men at work. Gross co'y pays 
S10 a day to tho hand; men .at work. 
Three other companies ubovo the Watson 
co'y uro engaged taking up a tail-ruco to 
enable them to prospect. 

Tho expedition which started for tho head 
of the Lake had not returned, hut were ex- 
pected in a day or two. Four other moo 
had lelt Cedur creek for tho samu destination 
with the view ol prospecting. 

Tho creeks aro ull greatly swollen by Iho 
late ruins. 

There was over a foot of snow still lying 
on Bald Mountain. 

TERRY CREEK 

A miner who arrived from this creek (lie 
other day informs us ttiat there arc Irom 20 
to 25 men prospecting hero. Two compa- 
nies have got to washing a lop strata ol Ihroe 
fool iu depth and are making Irom $8 to 1 oz 
a day lo tho hand. Those dig^iti^s uro sit- 
uated about 6 miles above iho mouth of thu 
creuk, which empties into Canyon crook.

Further Particulars Concerning Hie 
Murdered Dlau, Ulcbsin^. 

From W. D, Moses, barber, of this place, 
we gather tho following particulars about iho 
murdered inun : It appears thai when he 
was coming up hero lust spring he met Bless- 
ing at New Westminster, und becoming ac- 
quainted with him they travelled together as 
tar us Ojiuiiiclinouih, which they reached ou 
tho 28lh May ; bare Moses ban business 
that detained biin lor a low days, and Bless 
iug feeling anxious to go tin determined ^ 
shut on tho morning of the 3Uih. On the 
evening previous lo his departure ihey got 
into conversation wilh a man named Jama 
Harry, a perfoot stranger to both, who said he 
iv.-s going up to Williams Greek next morn- 
ing, and it was agieed that they should go 
together ; they had several drinks at Brown 
& Gillis' Saloon, in paying lor which Ble^s 
ing changed a S'20 bunk nolo, remarking to 
Muses that he had a few mora lelt, and ut 
the same time telling him that he did nol 
like the looks of the stranger. He promised 
10 meet Moses ul Van Winkle, where he 
said ho had some friends ; suicu that night. 
Moses bus neither seen nor heard ol the man. 
Whilo travelling together he inloimed Mosea 
that ho lud been mining on Lightning Creek I TWO Hunting Saddles 
in 1862, bui had relurned the same year to I ftfO LudlCS (lo 
California, and ban lived in Calaveras county 
ever since ; that ho was an American by 
birth, and belonged to some of tlio Eastern 
States ; be ulso told him that his name was 
Charles Blessing, and observed ut tlio same 
time lhat it was a very uncommon name 
and ho (Aloses) would bo very apt lo remem- 
ber it il anything over happened lo biro, 
Moses loll Qaesnelmoulb and arrived at Van 
Winkle on the 1st of Juno, but could hear 
nothing of tho man ; about u week alter he 
arrived on vYilliams Creek he met Barry und 
a.-k'ed him what he had dune wilb bis 
"chummy'?'' to which he replied that he 
lelt him on the road and had not seen him 
since. Moses thought no more about the 
matter until he saw the name ol the murdered 
man in the Sentinel, when iho circumstances 
above related flasiiod across his memory at 
once, and he hurried to the Magistrate and 
gave the information. This man Barry, on 
whom a very strong suspicinn now rests an 
being the murderer, lelt tho oroi-k in grout 
hubic the duy alter the news arrived of the 
discovery ol the body. It is said he is well 
known as o bud character to the Police ol 
Victoria, where he kept a hurdy-gurdy dance 
house in Johnson Btreet last winter. In the 
early purt ol tho summer he was arrested 
here on u churgo ol stealing a pair of gum 
boots, but discharged for want ol evidence.
